The district had projected a 
$15,380,227 operating total when the 
budget was adopted in August 1976. 
However, operating expenses for the 
year totaled $15,176,588 for the five 
budget categories, or $203,639 less 
than budgeted, missing the budget by 
approximately 1.3 percent. 
Only in the Purchased and Con­ 
tracted Services category of the 
operating budget did expenditures 
exceed the budgeted amount. That 
account was $112,051 over the budget 
primarily because of delayed billing 
for 1975-76 data processing scheduling 
services. 
Under-budgeted 
categories 
in­ 
cluded Payroll (under by $248,746), 
Supplies and Materials, ($31,096),, 
Other Operating Expenses ($34,768) 
and Capital Outlay ($1,080). 
The amended budget also showed 
that the district paid $986 more than 
the $4,366,642 budgeted for principal 
an interest payments for debt service. 
That slight 
overage was 
offset, 
however, by a higher amount earned 
from interest on short term in­ 
vestments. 
Expenditures for new school sites 
and construction were $669,999 less 
than the budgeted total of $5,439,000 
because contractor claims on the 
various construction projects were 
not as much as anticipated. 
In

action, 
the 
board 
designated Oct. I polling places and 
election judges for the upcoming bond 
issue and accepted a change order 
dealing with base soil for Thomas and 
Harrington Elementaries. 
KAS Construction Co. of Richardson 
was awarded the contract for Wells 
Elementary School by offering the low 
bid of $1,374,000. Two alternates in the 
amount of $5,000 total were approved 
for the Wells school.

remaining 8,931 students being in the 
seven secondary schools. 
School officials expect Monday’s 
opening total to increase steadily 
throughout the next few weeks as new 
students complete late registration.

The 1976 form had in­ 
come and deduction categories on 
both sides, requiring the taxpayer to 
refer frequently to alternate sides. 
The new form allows the taxpayer 
to make all income calculations on the 
front page and all deductions and 
credits against tax due on the back 
page.

Realignments, Road Building 
Thorny County Problems 


The realignment of Collin County’s 
election, commissioner, justice of the 
peace and constable precincts is still 
undecided. 
Commissioners met in a 
lengthy 
session Monday morning to give final 
approval to divisions and realign­ 
ments in the precincts in order to 
comply with Texas Election Code 
requirements. But after many hours 
of study, the complicated procedure 
was still not settled and the court 
called a special meeting for Wed­ 
nesday at 9:30 a m 
The county fathers must accept the 
new proposals by Wednesday since 
Texas 
law 
states that all such 
redrawings must be done during the 
month of August every two years. 
Chuck Frisk, Pct. 4 commissioner 
from Plano, opened the discussion of 
new commissioner precincts with a 
suggestion for changing to a unitized 
county road system whereby all 


commissioners share responsibility 
for all county roads. 
With such a new system, a county 
engineer would be employed to 
coordinate roadwork. The com­ 
m issioners 
would 
continue 
to 
represent four geographic areas of the 
county but would work together as a 
board rather than promoting solely 
the interests of their precincts. 
“We as a board would be respon­ 
sible rather than as individuals,” 
explained Frisk. “We would still have 
our vote as to major road projects, but 
we would hire someone (an engineer) 
to bring it togheher.” 
Frisk stressed that the unitized 
system “seems to work fine” in other 
counties with the same problems of 
disparate population and county 
roads. The Commissioners Court 
promised to study the suggestion 
before making final decision Wed­ 
nesday.

Even so, Colonel Wilson E. 
Speir warned today that 
Texas traffic collisions from 
6 p.m. Friday, September 2, 
to midnight Monday, Sep­ 
tember 5, may claim 44 
lives. 
During the 1976 Labor Day 
weekend, traffic accidents 
killed 50 persons in the state. 
Speir said that so far this 
year, traffic deaths are 
running five to six percent 
higher than during the same 
period in 1976. He noted that 
during recent years, “we 
have 
experienced 
con­ 
siderable increases in the 
number of vehicles, the 


number of licensed drivers, 
as well as the number of 
miles driven.” 
“ However," he added, 
“holiday drivers seem to be 
exercising more restraint 
and we hope this trend will 
continue.” 


The DPS director urged 
motorists to refrain from 
drinking during the Labor 
Day period, keep their speed 
under control, and not take 
unnecessary chances. 


As usual, the DPS will 
place all available Troopers 
on the sta te ’s highways 
during the holiday and they 
have been ordered to keep a 
close watch for reckless 
drivers.

The air bag system has 
several basic parts... one or 
two crash detecting sensors, 
a front seat passenger air 
bag and inflator, a driver air 
bag and inflator, driver and 
passenger knee restraints, 
and lap belts (to help keep 
the lower torso in place). 
When the car is involved in 
a frontal (IO o’clock to 2 
o’clock range) crash at 
speeds of about ll mph, a 
penulum in the sensors 
makes contact, inflating the 
air 
bags 
in 
about 
44 
milliseconds—faster 
than 
the blink of an eye. Both the 
air bags have vents which 
allow the gas to escape even 
as the bags are inflating. 
Studies have shown that 
almost 80 percent of all fatal 
and serious injury crashes 


involve frontal impact. In 
addition to the presence of a 
driver in virtually all such 
crashes, there is also a front 
seat passenger in about one- 
fourth of them 
People who have been in 
air bag crashes describe the 
air bag as a “giant mar­ 
shm allow " or a “ beach 
ball.” The air bag does not 
strike 
the 
driver 
or 
passengers; rather, they fall

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Felix the Cat—Old But Going Strong 


FO RT L E E , N J. (U P I) — 
Otto Messmer has played 
second-fiddle to a cat most of 
his life. 
But now, at age 84, he’s 
relishing his new found fame 
as the original creator of the 
silent movie cartoon delight, 
Felix the Cat. 
“ That’s not Fritz, the X- 
Rated Cat,” he says sternly. 
“ I set people straight real 
quick about that.” 
In 1919, when artists were 
e x p e r im e n t in g 
w it h 
anim ation, Messmer was 
asked 
by 
Param ount 
Studios, then based in Fort 
Lee, 
to 
create 
a 
new 
character for the cartoon 
series, Feline Follies. 
This was at a time when 
story boards were drawn 
with a pen and pencil, 
blackened and photographed 
one at a time. 
“ I went home and drew 
this angular, black cat with 
big wide eyes to fill the white 
screen. I patterned him after 
Charlie Chaplan, using his 
facial expressions and funny 
movements. The audience 
loved him. 
And so 
did 
Chaplin. Felix did things on 
the screen that Chaplin 
couldn’t do on film. He had 
personality,” he said. 
Felix was plainly drawn. 
He used an invisible bag of 
tricks to get himself out of 
trouble. 
But like Chaplin in front of 
the camera, Felix was the 
center of attention on the 
story board. 
“ The 
other 
cartoon 
characters in those days 
were limited in what they 
could do. A great friend of 
mine, Walt Disney, also had 
a cat. But he had it dressed 
up with shoes and gloves and 
other clothes, like Mickey 
Mouse. These characters 
were limited in their fantasy 
worlds,” he mused. 
“ But Felix. Ahh, Felix, he 
could be an alley cat one 
time, save the day for the 
losing Yankee baseball club 
the next, and then be the pet 
of a rich princess,” he said. 
Messmer declined to join 
Disney’s avant-guard studio, 
being too attached to Felix 
“ I tried to make Felix the 
way a little 8-year-old bo} 
would 
think, 
wondering 
what’s up there under the 
stars, where the wind comes 
from, how it’s like in Soutl 
Africa. 
He would 
go 
t( 
Arabia, to Mars — not just t( 
the barnyard. That’s wha 
made him famous.” 
Messmer signed his 35( 
cartoons “ Pat Sullivan,” th< 
name of the studio for which 
he was working. It wasn’t 
until 
the 
1960s, 
when 
a 
Canadian research team 
was preparing an animation 
exhibit for the World’s Fair, 
that 
Messmer 
was 
discovered as the ghost 
artist. 
Messmer drew Felix story 
boards until 1940, when heirs 
to the Sullivan estate took 
over the business and turned 
Felix into a color cartoon 
with sound, which Messmer 
described as “ not quite so 


TA 
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cute.” 
The remaining 50 original 
Felix cartoons strips are 
now featured at nostaligic 
movie 
screenings, 
and 
Messmer is deluged with 
requests 
for 
personally 
signed 
drawings. 
He 
recently appeared on the TV 
show “ To Tell The Truth” 


and was asked to judge an 
international film festival. 
Messmer would like to see 
a television studio do 
a 
cartoon special on Felix, and 
he already has a plot idea. 
“ You see,” he says in his 
excited, but shaky voice. 
“ Felix could visit the land of 
the Zodiac. Nothing has ever 


been done on that. You see, 
maybe he could meet up with 
the Queen of Hearts and she 
could try to scare him away 
— that’s always popular with 
audiences.” 
Felix and Messmer have 
seen another “ first" in their 
days. 
Felix doll, placed on a 


rotating wheel, was the first 
moving object to be tran­ 
smitted to a screen several 
miles away. The event took 
place 
in 
the 
basement 
workshop 
of 
one 
of 
Messmer’s friends, owner of 
Jenkins Television Co. 
Messmer also created the 
first animated commercial. 


using a cuddly lamb to ad­ 
vertise ties 
for 
Botany 
Woolen Mills. 
During his Felix 
days, 
Messmer worked on other 
animation 
projects 
and 
penned cartoons for national 
magazines. He worked on 
Popeye, Little Lulu and 
Casper the Ghost. 


In later years, Messmer 
joined Douglas Leigh, and 
together they created the 
first 
a d v e rtis e m e n ts 
projected on huge electrical 
signs on New York’s Times 
Square 
He retired in 1974. 
Messmer 
is 
sour 
on 
today’s cartoons

“I was 33 and at the age 
when people said I belonged 
in a wheelchair and that I 
couldn’t do it any more,” he 
said. “You get it from bench 
jockeys 
and 
your 
own 
teammates. 
“At that point, you want to 
prove you don’t have to be 
tremendously fast to steal 
bases. 
Doing 
it 
was 


something like Hank Aaron 
but not the same thing. He 
was hitting homers — the 
ultimate hit. There are a lot 
of variables in stolen bases 
— the pitcher, the infielder, 
the catcher and the umpire. ’ ’ 
After the base was stolen 
in the first inning, to tie 
Cobb’s mark, the game held 
up for about five minutes 
while teammates rushed to 
congratulate Brock. He was 
given the second base bag 
and the ball as a memento. 
Again, in the seventh in­ 
ning the performance was 
repeated and there was an 
even longer delay. 
Cardinal players rushed 
out to help dig up the bag. It 
was formally presented to 
Brock by Padre pitcher 
Randy Jones, the team’s 
player representative. 
Brock walked in front of 


the stands near first base 
and thanked the crowd for its 
cheers of congratulations, 
“It’s a most fulfilling thing 
to better the record of a 
great player such as Cobb.” 
“I’m only sorry we didn’t 
win the game,” he said. 
At the age of 35, Brock set 
the season record of 118 
stolen 
bases 
in 
1974, 
breaking Maury Wills 1962 
mark of 104. 
Cobb compiled his total of 
892 stolen bases in a career 
lasting 24 seasons, ending in 
1928. His best single year 
was 1915 when he stole 96. 
Cobb stole 40 or more 
bases in nine seasons, but 
Brock has done that in 13 
seasons. This season he has 
28 thefts in 49 attempts. 
Strangely, the King of 
Thieves has never stolen 
home.
